And, 
At the Seſſions held at the ſame Place in Octo- 
zer, Four Men, viz Thomas Jones, alias Brotun, 
ohn Machell, Jahn Faſſet, alias Powell, and i 
. Hlveſter, were likewiſe capitally convicted, 
and received Sentence of Death accordingly. 
They were all exhorted to pray earneſtly for 
the Grace of God, and that they might be re- 
newed in the Spirit of their Minds; and by ſin- 
cere Repentance might be enabled, wich full Pur- 
ſe of Heart, to turn to God in Chriſt, and ſave 
their Souls from everlaſting Miſery. | 
Two of them having been convicted of mur- 


dering their own Wives, I expoſed to them the 
great Evil of their moſt horrid Sin, and endea- 


voured to convince them, that Murder is the 
higheſt Degree of Wrong we can do to our 
Neighbours ;- and that the Heinouſneſs of it might 
be ſeen by the Conſequence of the firſt ACt of this 
Kind that ever was committed; Abel's Bhod crieth 
from the Earth, God tells Cain, Gen. iv. 10. yea, 
the Guilt of this Sin is ſuch, that it leaves a Stain 


even upon the Land where it is committed, ſuch as 
is not to be waſh'd out, but by the Blood of the 
Murderer, as appears, Deut. xix. 12, 13. In the 
Caſe of, wilful Murder, no Refuge was allow'd, 


but ſuch a one was to be taken thence, and deliver- 


ed up to Juſtice, Exod. xxl. 14. Thou foalt take 
bim from my Altar, that he may die; and if. as 
our Saviour tells us, Matt. v. 22. Heil-Fire be 
the Portion of him that ſhall but call his Brotlier 
Fool, what Degree of thoſe Burnings can we think 
proportion able to this fo much greater Injury ? 
obſerv*d to the others, that Theft and Robbery 
is a Crime which makes Men odious to God, and 


unfit for human Society; and that nothing but 


Repemance and Reformation could prevent them 
from ſuffering for. it hereafter, 

They were put in Mind of their renewing their 
Baptiſmal Covenant by receiving the Sacrament 
of. the warner Fg and they were inſtructed 
in the Nature ot this Sacrament. 

- They attended in Chapel, when Health al- 
lowed them, and were attentive to Prayers and 
Exhortations, behaving devoutly to Appearance, 
and ſome of them, ſometimes wept and lamented, 
only John Machell was ſo much indiſpoſed, that 
he never was able to come up to Chapel, but was 


confined to his Cell in a moſt miſerable and poor 


Condition. When I viſited him, he declared him- 
- ſelf penitent, and did not deny his Crime.

ward Barcock, Thomas Jones, alias Brown, John 
Machell, John Foſfet, otherwiſe Powell, and Willi- 
am Sylvefter, were ordered for Execution. | 

George Whalley, of St. Michael, Crooked- Lane, 
was indicted for the Murder of Hannah his Wife, 
by giving ber with a _ Knife a mortal Wound 
on the left Side of the Head, of the Length of 
one Inch and a half, and of the Depth of one 
Inch, of which ſhe languiſhed from the Tenth 
of June, to the Sixth of July, and then 
died. 

1. George Whalley, 60 Years of Age, of honeſt 
Parents ; when of Age he was put to a Carpenter, 
with whom he ſerved out his Time honeſtly and 
with Approbation, and afterwards lived well for 
ſome .Years by his Buſineſs, marryiug a Wife, 
with whom he lived many Years in an honeft and 
creditable Way, in the Pariſh ol Cripplegate ; 
but ſhe dying, he got acquainted with the Wo- 
man that was murder'd by him ; they married, 


and liv'd in Thames-ſtreet, near the Bridge, but

rſuing different Intereſts, they could not agree ; 
having ſaved a lietle Money, was not willing 
tolet her ſpend it, and ſhe refuſed to let him 
know how ſhe diſpoſed of what ſhe had from 
him. This (as he alledg'd) was the only Occa- 


ind his Wife, and was the Cauſe of the execrable 
Murder of the one, and diſgraceful End of the 
other, He complained of ſome People, particu- 
arly fome Women who were intimate with his 
Wife, of whom he did not ſpeak well, and who 
oo mach fomented and forwarded their. Diſſen- 
lions, He complained that ſ}-- provoked him to 
ch a Degree, that de frequently gave her Blows, 
or which he was der impriſoned in I vod- 
met-Compter ; where We, was preſs'd, to give 
ter Friend a 50 Pound which, he would 
dot conſent to, but at led gth he gave 4 101. 
bond, and all his Plate, before he could get out 
Priſon; and theſe Sccutities werg all given to 


9nakers, and though he ſaid (at firſt) he believed 


fon of all the Misfortunes which befell both him 
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the Wife. Mr. 1} alley was no fooner at Free- 
dom, bur Quarrels began again, and ſhe (as he 
ſaid) ſtill aggravated him more and more, and af- 
ter many tes, which were always attended 
with Blows, on the 10th of June luſt, he came 
Home in a violent Paſſion, and with a ſtrong clafp- 
Knife, he ſtabbed her in the Shoulders, in the 
Throat, under the feft Ear, and cur her along 
the Breaſt, and the Effuſion of Blood was ſo 
great, that ir occaſioned her .Death, and on the 


6th of July ſhe expired. Valley was a paſſionate, - 
hiery Man, and it may be preſumed the Wife had 


ill Advice, there having been ſome Lodgers and 
others who intermeddled too much in their pri- 
vate Affairs, and ſecreted ſome of his Goods, 
Two or three Perſons came ſeveral Times to 
Newgate, preſſing him to make ſome Declatation 
contrary to this, which he refuſed to do, inſiſt- 
ing upon the plain Truth, and not denying the 
Murder in its aggravating Circumſtances, though 
he ſtill alledged that great Provocations were gi- 
ven him. At firſt he talked much of the Mani- | 
feſtatioas of God's Love to his Soul, but after- 
wards he became much more remiſs and careleſs ; 
I endcavoured to convince him of the Neceſſity 
of truſting only in God, ſubmitting to his holy 
Will, and waiting for his Salvation thro' Chrift. - 
Upon this he promiſed to be more careful, and 
to avoid falling into Fits of Paſſion, which ſome ©, 
who pretended to viſit him, were continually ftir- 
ing up in him, by npbraiding and reproaching 
him. He owned he was a great Sinner, and he 
often wept like a Child. After the Dead-Warrang 
came out, he ſeemed more affected, and leſs 
cancerned about the. World, He declared his 
Faith in Chrift, that be truly repented of ali 
his Sins, and heartily forgave all the World, 
Dean Bryant, of St. Botolph, Aldgate, was in- 
dicted for the Murder of ian his Wife, by 
giving her (with a 2 Knife) on the left Part 
of the Back, near the left Hip, a mortal Wound, 
of the Breadth of one Inch, and Depth of one 
Inch, of which Wound die inſtantly died.

Greys in Eſex, of honeſt Parents; he ſerved his 
Apprenticeſhip at Sea, and failed afterwards in 
King's Ships, and ſeveral Merchant Men, to fe- 
veral Paris of the World, in all which Voyages 
he behaved well, and was reſpected by others, 
Thir:een Years ago he mn tas the unfortunate 
Woman whom he murderee, and had ſome Chil- 
dren by her, who are all dead. He lived for- 
ſome Ycars very amicably with her, but of late

he addicted bimfelf to the Compahy of lewd Wo.

It was reported, that he had kept Company with 
4pother Woman who had a Husband, and a Cap- 
tain of a Ship who came to viſit him, ask'd if the 
Report was true ? he abſolutely deny'd it, but

He expected to have been clear'd upon his Tryal

he received the Sacrament privately, and then 
be ing asked if he ſtill deny'd the Fact.? he own'd 
that he was concern'd in the Fact for which he 
was to ſuftzr, and that he threaten'd. to fire his 
Piſtol at the People in the Waggon; but he al- 


ledged that he ſaw none of the Money or Goods, 


his Partner eſcaping with what Booty they had, 
and himiclf endeayguring to get away, his Heyle 
did not anſwer his Expectations, nor could de

6. He was 38 Lears of Age, born of honeſt, re- 
putable Parents; he ſerved his Time to a Mercer, 
and kept Shop for ſome Years for himſelf; but 
being too protule, and neglet ing his Buſineſs, for 
idle Diverſions, he was obliged to enliſt himſelf 
in a Regiment of Light-Horſe, in which he con- 
inu'd a Year-or two, and then got a Diſcharge, 
and entered himſelf in the Foot- Guards. He was 
two or three Times drumm'd out of the Regiment 
(he ſaid) for deſertion, but others alledged for 
much viler Practices. He was Heir to a good 
Eftate, but his bad Character occaſioned his being 
cit off with Twenty Pounds per Annum during 
bis Life, and even this Allowance, be enjoyed bur 
very ſhort Time. As to the Robbery, be was 
convicted of, he would not acknowledge it, in 
all its Circumſtances. He had been a very de- 
bauch d Man, but he bleſſed God, that the diſ- 
mal Cells of Newgate had brought him to a Senſe 
of his Sins, and 10 he hoped God had intentions 
of Love to his Soul, and that his Afflictions would 
be the means of drawing him o God. He de- 
cared his Paith in Cbriſt, as the only Saviour of 
dinners ; that he truly repented of all his Sins, and

Realing, and was kept a long Time in New Priſon; 


for this Fact, he was tried and acquitted the

While he was under Sentence, he was very Sick, 
and not able to riſe from his Bed in the Cell, in a 
pap miſerable Condition, without any one to hel 

im, and deſtitute of all Support. When I viſit 
him, he willingly comply'd with Prayers, and had 
more knowledge of Binger than many of theſe 
unfortunate Creatures; but was in ſuch a pityful 
Condition, that ſcarce any Tory could ; enter his 
Cell, the Smell i 'Naſtineſs about him wa 
ſo miſerable He acknowledg'd the Juſtneſs of 
his Sentence according to Law, and that he de- 
ſervedly ſuffer'd for the irregularitics of a ſinful 
Life; He believ'd in Chriſt, repented of his Sins,

bouring Woman) allow'd him too much Freedom, 
and did not reftrain him ſrom following his own 
Inclinations, which: were. the means by which he 
was brought to deſtruction. He had been baud 
Apprentice, to à I eaver, but being unwilling to 
be confiu'd, he took to Courſes Which ſubjected 
him to future Miſeries. He married a Wite, and 
if he had been careful, they might have been in 
no neceſſity of committing irregularities for want 
of Bread. He had been often in Priſon, and nad 
a very bad Character; and he own'd he was guilty 
of petty. Thiefts, and innumerable Cheats in the 
way of , Money-dropping: As to the Fact he way 
conyicted of, he Would not own it in all its Cir- 
cumſtances. He blamed:a certain Maw mightily, 
for the Proſecution againſt him; but it is common 
for ſuch Perſons to be diſpleaſed with all thoſe 
who are for ſuppreſſing Vice. He own'd himſelf 
to have been a very vicious young Man, and that 
it was juſt with God that this Puniſhment had be- 
fallen him. He had uſed the Sea' for three or four 
Years, but was ſoon tired with that way. of Life. 
He was very ignorant of religious Matters, and 
could hardly read ; but hoped for Salvation from 
God, through the Merits of Feſus Chrift, and ſaid 
* repented of all his Sins, and forgave all the

11. Hilliam Sylveſter, 24 Lears of Age, con- 
victed on the ſame Indictment with the preceeding 
Foſſet, he was born in Blackmarn's Street, Soutkwark, 
he was put out Apprentice. to a Cooper, and ſerved 
out his Time honeſtly ; afterwards he liv'd by his 
Buſineſs, and having the Character of an honeſt 
Man, he was ſeldom out of Buſineſs; he deny id 
his being much acquainted with Feſt, and ſuid, 
he only happen'd to be in the ſame Ale houſe with 
Net, ſo was taken up with him; add indeed he 
did not ſeem to have been ſo wicked, as ſome of 
the reſt. Moſt of the Time that he was under 
Sentence, he was very Sick, and confined to his 
Bed in the Cell; when I viſited him, he ſeemed 
to be very earneſt in his Devotion, and proſeſſed 
a 2 and acknowledged himſelf to 
have been guilty of ſmall Thefts; when he was 
able, he came to Chappel, and behay'd (to appear- 
ance) religiouſly.

One Exploit which he valu'd himſelf much up- 
on, and for which he often applauded his own 
Contrivance and Ingenuity, was his robbing the 
Lady Moore in Sobo-Square, which he effected in 
the following Manner. 

One of his Companions, who was by Profeſſion 
a Watch-maker, had got ſome Acquainrance with 
the Lady's Footman, by having mended a Watch 
for him. The Footman, over a Pot of Beer, in- 
form'd this Man that his Lady was very ill, and 
was confin'd to her Chamber; that her Eyes were 
fallen upon them, 


He thinking Finelin's Genius might improve this 
Information ro their Advantage, be immediately 
tells him the Condition Lady Moore was in, and 
left it to him to make uſe of it. Fnellin had 
been ſucceſsful enough at the Bufmeſs, not to want 
Money or Cloths fit for any Deſign, and he re- 
ſclv'd to practiſe upon the Lady the next Morn- 
ing.
